President Abraham Lincoln came to 
Gettysburg to dedicate the Gettys- 
burg National cemetery. 
The date 


was November 19, 1863. 


On the improvised, wooden ros- 


trum, erected on the side of where 
the Soldiers' National 
monument 


now stands, among a large group of 
local, state and national celebrities 
stood a little 15-year-old girl, with 
bright 
blue eyes and long curls 


hanging down her back. This little 
girl sang with the selected chor- 
isters at the dedicatory services. 


In recent years all those who 


were on that rostrum, 71 years ago, 
have passed away. 
Only one re- 


mained. 
She was the little blue 


eyed girl, Mrs. M. O. fLouisa Van- 
dersloot) Smith, of Hanover, for- 
merly of Gettysburg, who prior to 
the 
cemetery 
dedication 
found 


refuge in the basement of her fath- 
er's home during the hectic three 
days' battles here July 1, 2. 3. 1863. 


As the last survivor of those who 


participated in the dedication of the 
cemetery Mrs. Smith enjoyed na- 
tion-wide fame. She was feted and 
honored by four presidents, the Na- 
tional G. A. R. and other indi- 
viduals and groups. 
She returned 


to Gettysburg every Memorial Day 
when a president of the United 
States came here to speak.

Smith fell in the Laing home and 
fractured a hip. Her advanced age.
